Social  Security  Act 
Insures!  Servicemen 


“Thousands  of  men  and  women 
who  have  served  In  our  armed  forc¬ 
es  since  ttw  end  of  World  War  II 
are  now  insured  under  old-age  and 
survivors’  insurance.”  Tills  state¬ 
ment  was  made  today  by  L.  D.  Moy¬ 
er,  manager  of  the  St.  Joseph  field 
office. 

All  military  and  naval  service 
since  September  1940  is  now  cov¬ 
ered  by  tht  Social  Security  Act, 
Before  the,  passage  of  the  amend¬ 
ment,  no  ersdit  could  be  given  for 
sendee  nfter  July  24,  1947. 

“It  meanj,”  Mr.  Moyer  added, 
“that  the  serviceman  or  woman  is 
credited,  on  his  social  security  ac¬ 
count,  with  $160  for  each  month 
or  part  of  a  month  that  he  was  on 
active  duty,  The  credits  won’t  be 
posted  to  hisaccount  now  nor  at  any 
time  In  the  future;  credit  will  be 
established  ky  presentation  of  the 
serviceman’s  discharge,  which  must 
be  other  thm  dishonorable,  when 
a  claim  is  filed." 

Mr.  Moyer  explained  further  that 
these  credits  apply  to  all  servicemen 
and  women,  living  and  dead;  and  to 
the  survivors  of  those  who  have 
passed  away  Mr.  Moyer  makes  thl* 
suggestion,  ‘Inquire  at  your  local 
social  security  field  office  concern¬ 
ing  benefits  which  may  be  payable. 
Like  all  othir  persons,  the  service¬ 
man  must  kave  had  at  least  six 
quarters  of  (overage  to  be  Insured; 
however,  thtse  six  quarters  can  be 
made  up  of  ill  military  service  or  a 
combination  of  military  service  and 
civilian  employment.’’

A — VA  needs  a  photostatic  or 
certified  copy  of  both  sides  of 
your- discharge  paper,  In  order 
to  process  your  application. 

Q— I  am  a  World  Wax  U  vet- 
eral,  and  I  am  entitled  to  a 
GI  loan,  although  I  never 
used  this  benefit.  I  returned  to 
active  duty,  and  as  a  result 
of  my  recent  service,  I  meet 
eligibility  requirement*  for  a 
GI  loan  under  the  new  Ko¬ 
rean  GI  Bill.  WU1  I  be  able 
to  get  two  GI  loan  entitle¬ 
ments,  os  a  result? 

A— No.  World  War  H  veterans 
who  reentered  service  since 
Korea  will  have  their  unused 
loan  entitlement  under  the 
World  War  n  BUI  cancelled 
after  their  discharge  and  will 
have  it  replaced  with  new  en¬ 
titlement  under  the  Korean 
GI  Bill.  In  your  case,  you 
will  have  10  years  from  the 
end  of  the  present  emergency 
to  apply  for  a  GI  loan— ra¬ 
ther  than  July  X,  1957,  the 
World  War  H  deadline  for 
loan*.

Nine  Major  Divisions  of  Social  Improvement 


MELVA  IIEITS 

Having  recognized  the  import- 1 
ance  of  out-of-class  activities  In 
the  education  of  a  student,  the 
faculty  and  stnff  of  Northwest  Mis¬ 
souri  State  College  have  outlined  a 
program  for  the  development  of  so¬ 
cial  competence  on  the  campus  this 
year. 

In  the  past,  attention  hns  been 
centered  on  the  professional  or  vo¬ 
cational  aspects  of  education  and 
will  continue  to  be  so,  but  if  edu¬ 
cation  in  the  broader  sense  of  the 
word  is  to  be  achieved,  more  at¬ 
tention  must  be  paid  to  the  out-of- 
clnss  activities. 

All  Help 

The  major  topics  of  the  program 
were  suggested  by  personnel  offi¬ 
cers  of  the  college  with  each  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  faculty  serving  on  one  of 
the  nine  subcommittees. 

Each  committee  defined  the  topic 
that  they  were  to  study,  stated  the 


objectives,  and  outlined  the  means 
by  which  these  objectives  Rre  to  be 
attained. 

Have  Nine  Divisions 

The  nine  major  divisions  that 
this  program  is  concerned  with  are 
communications,  dress,  avocatlonal 
interests,  leadership  and  “follower- 
ship,”  aesthetic  values,  religious 
values,  understanding  of  national, 
International,  and  racial  problems, 
organized  group  social  events,  and 
conduct  ns  an  individual  in  unor¬ 
ganized  social  situations. 

As  can  be  determined  by  the 
names  given  these  committees,  the 
objectives  of  the  program  are  to 
teach  the  student  to  communicate 
correctly  in  every  situation,  to  learn 
to  dress  properly  for  every  occa¬ 
sion,  to  give  the  student  a  broader 
education  by  offering  Interests  out¬ 
side  the  vocation  for  which  he  Is 
preparing,  and  to  offer  the  student 


an  opportunity  to  develop  qualities 
of  leadership  and  "followership.” 

Will  Consult  Alumni 

Also  emphasized  by  the  social 
competence  program  are  the  ways 
of  aiding  a  student  to  set  religious 
values  for  himself,  to  acquire  an 
appreciation  for  art,  music  and 
drama,  to  understand  world  prob¬ 
lems  that  face  us  today,  and  to  con¬ 
duct  himself  properly  both  in  or¬ 
ganized  and  unorganized  social 
groups. 

Student  participation  in  this  pro¬ 
gram  is  essential,  and  alumni  will 
be  consulted  in  defining  social  com¬ 
petence  and  in  determining  the  rel¬ 
ative  value  of  the  training  of  this 
type  that  they  received  in  college. 
As  this  study  progresses,  and  more 
information  is  obtained,  nnd  more 
observations  made,  this  first  out¬ 
line  will  undoubtedly  be  revised.

The  work  being  done  on  the  college  drives  has  been  planned 
with  the  help  of  a  Missouri  State  Highway  engineer.  The  drives 
are  18  feet  from  curb  to  curb  with  22  feet  on  the  curves.  These 
are  the  widths  of  many  state  highways.  Plans  are  made  to  paint 
a  stripe  on  the  drives  to  mark  the  centerline.  There  Is  plenty  of 
room  to  pass  on  these  drives.  If  you  drive  a  car,  you  must  stay 
on  your  own  side  of  the  drive  and  drive  at  reasonable  speed.  A 
reasonable  speed  on  this  campus  will  be  construed  to  mean  25 
miles  per  hour.
